exceed six per cent per annum, 
and no bonds issued under the au-

Distress in Other Ways 
Food allergy is suspected in per- 


sons who are allergic to other thi- 
igs (pollen, animal dander and 
louse dust) and have stomach up- 
sets after eating certain foods; the 
condition is also suspected in mem- 
bers of the family of allergic pat- 
ients even 
though they may not 
lave other forms of allergy. 


Food can distress allergic per- 


sons in other ways than 
in the 


stomach or intestine. Some cause 
a stuffy runny nose and some pro- 
duce hives (strawberries,chocolate, 
etc.,) Foods are also reported as a 
cause of migraine headaches, but 
the association is difficult to prove.

ANSWER: No, it is not'contagi- 


ous, and it does not result from a 
blood disorder.

Food allergy is suspected in per-

lave other forms of allergy. 


Food can distress allergic per-

cently udmitled in a side-long way 
in her memoirs. The moral effect 
alone of this partnership between 
a president and marauding ^angs 
wilh known Stalinists 
acting 
as 


sergeants, was a general surrender 
by the people of old liberties 
and 


(ideals and the impairment of their 
citizenship. In the past, corpora- 
tions had imported gangs of slug- 
ers to break strikes, by breaking 
up their meetings and beating up 
pickets. This practice had been out- 
'lawed lo the exlenl that espionage 
against unions and the interslale 
transportation of strike - breakers 
were forbidden. But, at the same 
time, unions, which had no 
sub- 


slance and pretended to be volun- 
tary associations were invited 
to 


use. against all whom they op- 
posed, including workers, .Ihe' very 
methods of 
violence 
which 
the 


Roosevelt governmenl 
had con- 


demned. The Wanner acl and the 


i Labor Relations Board, deliberate- 
ly packed with Stalinist enemies of 
the 
United 
States, 
encouraged 


rioters, racketeers 
and 
highway 


robbers and the supreme court pro- 
lecled them by a series of deci- 
sions. There was no word of protest 
from Senator Wagner. 


Roosevelt 
flippantly 
remarked 
thai when a gang of vandals seized 
an automobile factory, 
destroyed 


materials and equipment of enor- 
mous yalue, beat up citizens going 
to their lawful employment 
and 


refused to obey court orders, they 
were guilty of nothing worsn than 
trespass, malicious mischief, 
as- 


sault and contempt of court, and 
admitted il would be impossible to 
convict 
the 
individuals of

those petty offenses. That thfne or- 
ganized assaults on popular gov- 
ernment 
were 
insurrections 
he 


would not admit until he was pre- 
paring for a war which he antici- 
pated even while he denied that 
he did. Only then did he call out 
the army to break uu a picket line 
and permit workers to build planes 
for the British. When pickets em- 
barrassed his own plans that was 
violent insurrection. 


I have said that Jimmy Pelrillo 


and I were friends. We are fiends. 
He is a smart, hard-working, alert 
union executive. His union consti- 
tution is a dictatorship. His meth- 
ods are outrageous and should be 
unlawful. But Petrillo is paid -to 
run his union as he sees fit and 
the Wagner Act gives him all the 
powers thai he has exercised.

I may point out brutalities

It is wrong, it is immoral, vo com- 
pel a good man to work :"or ihe 
same nay that is provided by law 
for a loafer who provokes a strike 
to throw hundreds or hundreds of 
thousands onto Ihc unemployment 
rolls. But the Wanger Acl created 
these conditions with a pious pre- 
tense that ils only purpose was to 
enable workers to bargain .through 
agents of their own iree selection.

Chief Paul Porter today urged, the 
Price Decontrol Board to restore 
price ceilings to all dairy roducts, 
saying such action "is essential to j 
the stabilization program." 


Porter sent a lengthy report on 


retail and wholesale urices and sup- 
plies of milk, butler, cheese and 
oher dairy producls to the board 
as it met to decide the future of 
dairy products now free from ceil- 
ing.

The figures showed, Porter told 


the board, lhat dairy product prices 
of former June 30 ceilings plus sub- 
sidies. 


He added 
at the 
prices of 


cheese, butter anG oilier manufac- 
tured producls "indicate-a trchd 
which if continued, will in a very 
short time lead lo a general price 
level substantially and dangerous- 
ly above the level of former ceil- 
ings plus subsidy." 


A decision on rccontrol of dairy 


producls is not expected today and 
may be delayed several days. 


Porter informed the board that

(CST) 
appointment at the White House to- 
day. If the president should now in-: 
sist that Wallace avoid further pub- 
lic opposition to administration for- 
eign policy, the secretary of com- 
merce might well agree on grounds 
he has had his say — and loudly.

Cut One-Third 
Department Says 


Washington, Sept. 18—(/P>—Amer- 


icans will get nearly a third Jess 
rice during the last quarter of this 
year than in the corresponding 1945 
quarter under an allocation pro- 
gram announced today by the Agri- 
culture Department. 


Civilians were allocated 3,300.000 


bags of milled rice of 100 pounds 
each for the quarter. This is about 
1,000,000 bags less than civilians 
consumed during the last quarter 
of 1915. 


The department 
said, however, 


lhat the civilian supply for the 12 
months ending next June 30 would 
lolal 8,000,000 bags compared wilh
